book opens with a delightful sketch of 
Carlisle iu war times. 


''Bellaire is, or was- when I knew it a 


JUGS! charmingly (juaint old town, 
half old English and hair very old 
German, with the- most delightfully 
aristocratic and 
exclusive 
society. 


I^ot that the towu seemed quaint to 
me then, or the society remarkable: I 
had never known any other. JBut J 
have lived iu many places since, and 
J have known many kinds of people, 
and I have come to t h i n k that none of 
them can compare with Bellaire orJiel- 
Jarians iu the sixties. 


The college people held undisputed 


sway in west end. where Old Tomliu- 
son. as we loved to call her. sat gray 
with her hundred year? oeneath the 
shade of her spreading maples and 
lindens, while tbe army people domi- 
nated the eastern end. iu the line old 
barracks built of yellow brick, brought 
over for the purpose by the .English 
before the Revolution. Those of you 
who go to Bellaire now have no idea 
how beautiful the old barracks were 
before that summer of "C '., when they 
were burned by F;t;:hugh Lee. the 
stately trees mutilated or entirely cut 
down, and the velvet lawns trampled 
into mire, never to be restored to their 
former perfection. 


From the barracks to the college

To be sure, the students 
lare left: but I have been back to Bel- 
| laire several times in the last thirty 
years, and i have thought the class of 
students changed. 
They seem so 


much younger, aud not half so hand- 
some, chivalrous and high-toned as 
the young heroes of my girlhood. 
Possibly the Bellaire girls of to-day 
would not agree with me. but i cannot 
help feeling a little sorrv for them, 
that they can never know what a line 
set of young fellows our Toms aud 
Dicks and Harrys were." 


College life, college boys, war times 


and soldier boys are most entertain- 
ingly scattered through the pages of 
the book with a climax at the battle 
of Gettysburg. 


'•Early Sunday morning (after the 


battle'1 the iirst train came through 
from Heurysburg. The militia had in 
some rough fashion relaid the tracks 
aud a tram had crept cautiously over 
them as far as Bellaire. It brought a 
little company of nurses from Phila- 
delphia bound for Gettysburg. 
All 


communication by rail was cut ofl' 
with that town, and Bellaire was the 
nearest point to which trains were 
running. 


'•Horses were at a premium in Bell- 


air, for almost every horse had either 
been captured by the Confederates or 
driven away for safety. Ur. Charltou 
had undertaken to find some for the 
little party, but only after long search 
did he iind a sturdy team of farm 
horses that had been hidden away iu 


e iu the hills."
